STOCKHOLM, Oct. 18.— 
(AP)—A_ great throng of 
Swedes, upward of 100,000 


strong, gathered in front of the 
royal palace and nearby streets 
and squares tonight in a mass 
demonstration of solidarity of 
the northern countries. 

Cheers greeted the Kings of 
Denmark, Norway and Sweden 


when they appeared on the bal- 
cony with Finland’s President, 
Kyoesti Kallio, meeting here to 
discuss the preservation of their 
neutrality and normal trade in the 
European war. 

Choirs Serenade. 

Long after the serenading by 
massed choirs, which marched up 
with patriotit Organizations carry- 
ing 700 banners, cries of “Kallio! 
Kallio!” continued, 

During the demonstration the 
Kings of Denmark, Norway and 
Sweden stood arm in arm with 
Finland’s President at a moment 
when his country was in the midst 
of a crisis growing out of Russian 
demands. 

So great was the crush that 17 
persons fainted and had to be 
taken away in ambulances. 

After cheering Kallio many in 
the great crowd paused at churches 
on the way home to pray for his 
country—and their own. 

There was no official reaction 
to the appeal for a peace move 
that was published in the Stock- 
holm newspapers. 

Cheers for Finland resounded 
through Stockholm’s streets. The 
crowd intoned the national an- 
thems of the four northern coun- 
tries and waved handkerchiefs in 
greetings. 

Impressive Moment. 

The most impressive moment 
came just before the close of the 
demonstration when the multitude 
sang the full-throated old Luth- 
eran hymn, “A Mighty Fortress Is 
Our God.” 

Foreign Minister Eijas Erk- 
ko, of Finland, was under- 
stood to have asked the Kings 
of Sweden, Norway and Den- 
mark in their emergency con- 
ference what aid they are pre- 
pared to give Finland if she 
should go to war in resisting 
aggression, the United Press 
said.

Rites Will Be Held Today 
for Noted Atlantan, 80, 
Furniture Firm Founder 


As sorrowing members of: his 
family and leaders of the church 
to which he gave his lifetime mur- 
mured the litany of the dying, 
James Joseph Haverty, philan- 
thropist, merchant prince, patron 
of the arts and leading Atlanta 
citizen, yielded early yesterday 
morning to an illness from which 
he had suffered several months. 

The end came to the venerable 
80-year-old merchant at his 
peaceful home on Peachtree road, 
Villa Clare, named by Mr. Hav- 
erty for the peaceful county in 
Ireland which furnished his par- 
ents to America and the south. Al- 
though ill since late summer, his 
condition did not become critical 
until a few weeks ago. Members 
of the family said his life just eb- 
bed away and that death came as 
if it were a sleep. 

Mr. Haverty was especially 
cheered in his last hours by a spe- 
cial apostolic benediction which 
was cabled to him Monday by His 
Holiness, Pope Pius XII, which 
came in the following cablegram 
from Cardinal Maglione, the pa- 
pal secretary of state. 

“Holy Father sends apostolic 
blessing.” 

The funeral of Mr. Haverty will 
be at 11 o’clock this morning at

Habeas Corpus Pending. 

A habeas corpus writ, charging 
Sheriff R. A. (Smoot) Schmidt, of 
Dallas, is holding Gallogly there 
illegally, still remains to be heard 
before Gallogly starts his return 
trip back to Georgia but Arnall 
and LeCraw are confident this 
can be cleared up in a day or so. 
The hearing is scheduled for. to- 
morrow morning.

OFFICER PUNISHED: 


GHARGE HE FAILED 
TO CLEAN UP BEAT 


H. O. Hambrick Suspend- 
ed Five Days Without 
Pay; Route Said To Be 
‘Infested With Bookies.’ 


Atlanta bookmakers and gam- 
blers received a blunt warning 
yesterday from Chief Hornsby 
when he ordered Patrolman H. O. 
Hambrick suspended for five days 
without pay on charges of neglect 
of duty in failing to clean up his 
beat in the vicinity of Peachtree 
and Walton streets and disrespect 
to a superior officer. 

Chief Hornsby said Hambrick’s 
beat was infested with a number 
of bookmakers, loafers and boot- 
leggers and that he failed to car- 
ry out specific orders in clearing 
them out. The officer is assigned 
to the evening watch. 

Disrespect Charged. 

The chief asserted the suspen- 
sion was not the beginning of any 
special-campaign but was only a 
part of his policy in demanding 
that policemen perform their du- 
ties. He declined to say whether 
he planned to suspend other offi- 
cers immediately, 
clear similar action will be taken 
against those who fail to enforce 
anti-booking and anti-gambling 
ordinances. 

Charges of disrespect to a su- 
perior officer were placed against 
Hambrick as the result of an ar- 
gument with Lieutenant J. C. 
Atha, who ordered the patrolman 
to clean up his beat. Hambrick, it 
was said, brought in a list of al- 
leged loafers and gamblers but 
was asked why he did not arrest 
them and bring them to the police 


station. 
Watched Officer Month. 

Chief Hornsby said he kept a 
close watch on Hambrick for ap- 
proximately a month before taking 
any definite action. 

“There were a lot of bookmak- 
ers on Hambrick’s beat and they 
were plying their trade,” the chief 
said. ““‘The fact that I ordered this 
Suspension doesn’t mean we are 
launching any drive. Since I have 
been chief I have made it a policy 
to hold every man responsible for 
policing his beat. I will tolerate 
no passing the buck. 

“All I ask is that policemen do 
an honest’s day’s work and when 
they don’t they are certainly going 
to hear from me.” 

Mayor Hartsfield said he had 
nothing to say about the case, de- 
claring it was strictly a matter for 
the police department.

Nazi Advance Meets French 
At All Points of 100-Mile Line 


Holding to Toehold in France, Germans Bring Up Heavy 
Reinforcements, Using Railroads, Autos 
and Trucks. 


By The Associated Press. 
French military observers reported last night that German troops 


in their advance had made contact with the French main line of re- 
sistance at all points of the 100-mile-long northern flank of the west- 


ern front. The Germans were re- 
ported Tushing up reinforcements 
to support units which had gained 
a toehold in French territory on 
the extreme northern flank. 

“Just as Planned.” . 

A semi-official explanation of 
the German advance of the past 
two days from French general 
headquarters presided over by 
General Maurice Gustave Game- 
lin, commander-in-chief of the Al- 
lied forces, said operations during 
the past few days have been car- 


ried out just as the French high| 


command had planned. 

Ranking French staff officers 
said the French troops never lost 
the initiative to the Germans al- 
though they technically were 
“withdrawing.” 

Officers Explain. 

At many points, these officers 
explained, French troops which 
previously had withdrawn to new 
advance positions in German ter- 
ritory held without yielding an 
inch to the field gray-clad Nazis. 


At other points they fell back 
before the German advance ac- 
cording to the French general 
staff’s plan. 

The French, who originally said 
their advance into Germany was 
to gain extended cover for the 
Maginot line, said last night their 
main lines now had been with- 
drawn to a point more easily sup- 
ported since it was closer to the 
winter bases in the Maginot line. 

“Great Activity.” 

Last night’s official French com- 
munique merely reperted “great 
activity” on both sides scouting 
for weak places in each other’s 
lines between the Moselle and 
Saar rivers. 


The morning communique said 
the German were using railroads 
as well as truck and cars to pour 
thousands of new troops into the 
fighting zone. 

Hold Fast to Strip. 

German troops held fast to the 
strip along the French frontier 
northeast of the village of Apach 
which they took by shock attack 
in force on Monday. The strip was 
described as probably no wider 
than 50 yards on a four-mile front 
running east from the Luxem- 
bourg frontier. : 

Military observers said that 
while the Germans awaited rein- 
forcemsents they were consolidat- 
ing their new positions, stringing 
barbed wire, digging trenches and 
constructing tank traps.

300 MILLION CASH 
READY FOR PLANES 


Allies Reported Waiting 
Repeal of Embargo To 
Place Huge U. S. Order.

NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—The 
French and British governments 
are ready to place additional or- 
ders for 5,750 American-made 
war planes—cash on the line—if 
and when congress repeals the 
arms embargo. 


A Ffench mission now in Wash- 
ington is authorized to contract 
for 2,750 planes, and a British 
mission, now in Canada, for 3,000 
planes, in United States factories. 


With engines and accessories, 
the total cost would approximate 
$350,000,000. 

More than 1,300 warplanes were 
contracted for with American 
plants by the two countries prior 
to the outbreak of the war. Less 
than half had been delivered when 
the neutrality act went into ef- 
fect, 

Neutrals Want Planes. 

Several neutral countries, in- 
cluding Belgium and Sweden, are 
anxious to obtain American war- 
planes. Sweden has a _ contract 
with one factory for pursuit 
planes. A Belgian mission is en 
route to the United States to dis- 
cuss the purchase of aircraft,

MADE. EXCEPTIONS 


UNDER NEW RULE 


24-Hour Refuge Granted 
Subs Fleeing Warships; 
Harbors Are Kept Open 
to Armed Merchantmen. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.— 
(AP) — President Roosevlet 
decreed today that submarines 
of belligerent nations could not 
enter American ports or terri- 
torial waters, except when 
forced to do so by storms or 
other “acts of God.” 


The ban included both com- 
mercial and naval undersea 


‘| craft. 


The President’s order was in 
the form of a proclamation putting . 
into effect Section 8 of the neu- 
trality act. This relates to the use 
of American ports and waters by 
submarines and armed merchant 
vessels of belligerents. Only sub- 
marines were affected by the proc- 
lamation, and armed merchant 
vessels may still enter American 
ports and waters. 

Aimed to Maintain Peace. 

The President said he found 
that a ban on submarines would 


“serve to maintain peace between 


the United States and foreign 
states, to protect its citizens, and 
to promote the security of the 
United States.” 


He said submarines driven into 
American ports or waters by 
“force majeure” should enter and 
leave “while running on the sur- 
face with conning tower and su- 
perstructure above water and fly- 
ing the flags of the foreign bel- 
ligerent states of which they are 
vessels,” 

Experts defined “force majeure” 
as circumstances over which a 
submarine had no control. These 
would include a storm of such vio- 
lence as to require the submarine 
to take refuge in quiet waters, se- 
rious damage to machinery, or 
loss of fuel or provisions occasion- 
ed by some cause outside the con- 
trol of the submarine commander, 
such as bad weather. 

Interment as Penalty. 

The principle of force majeure 
also would permit a submarine 
chased by an enemy warship to 
take refuge in an American port, 
but the vessel could not remain 
more than 24 hours, 

The President did not state 
what would be done with belliger- 
ent submarines entering American 
ports or waters in violation of the 
proclamation, but experts said 
they could be interned. 

The proclamation spoke of “trial 
and punishment” of any offenders, 
The commander could be tried un- 
der the neutrality act, and if con- 
victed could be sentenced to five 
years in prison and a fine of $10,- 
000. 

American territorial waters are 
still defined as three miles from 
shore, hence any submarine forced 
into an American port must rise 
to the surface at the three-mile 
limit, and upon leaving must re-

Mr. Haverty, who would have 
‘been 81 years old October 30, 
‘spent his entire lifetime in Atlan- 
ita and during its course saw the 
city grow from a small village to 
a great metropolis. The growth of 
his business expanded to an even 
greater degree while his fame 
likewise flourished. In his church 
he attained supreme heights when 
the late Pope Pius XI conferred 
upon him the nighthood of St. 
Gregory the Great, the Catholic 
church’s most coveted lay honor. 


As chairman of the board of 
Haverty Furniture Companies, 
Inc., of Atlanta, Mr. Haverty di- 
rected an organization which had 
‘its origin more than half a century 
ago and of which, until 1938, he 
'was the first and only president. 


Merchant, civic leader, con- 
noiseur and collector of art—Mr. 
Haverty was for decades a dom- 
inant and beloved figure in At- 
lanta life. 


On the occasion of his eightieth 
birthday anniversary, when the 
civic leader reviewed a busy and 
productive life, he said in an in- 
terview: - 

“Why, I haven’t an enemy in 
the whole world. I have every- 
thing. My children and my grand- 
children are the finest people I 
know. I am satisfied. I am happy. 
I haven’t missed a thing.” 

é' Born in Atlanta. 

Born in Atlanta October 30, 
1858, Mr. Haverty was a son of 
Thomas and Margaret (Canaan) 
Haverty, who came to America 
from Ennis, County Clare, Ireland, 
in 1854, bringing with them four 
children, Michael, Kathatine, 
Mary and Ellen. 

The family is an old one in 
Ireland, tracing its descent from 
the ancient kings of that land. In 
America, the family home was es- 
tablished in Georgia. 

James Joseph Haverty spent 
his boyhood in Atlanta, receiv- 
ing his education in private and 
public schools. 

The Haverty family refused to 
refugee when Sherman’s army 
knocked relentlessly at the door 


Haverty watched the _ bursting 
shells until he grew tired then 
“we hit for the bomb cellar and 
slept,” he recalled, in an interview 
two years ago. 

The first. picture he ever had 
made was presented to him by 
Yankee soldiers, he said.

Leaders in every part of Atlanta’s 
and Georgia’s life paid tribute 
yesterday to the achievements and 
purposes of J. J. Haverty, out- 
standing business leader who died 
early in the morning. Typical ex- 
pressions follow: 


Governor Rivers: “Mr. Hav- 
erty’s place as a business lead- 
er, art patron and good citizen will 
not easily be filled. He has con- 
tributed greatly to Atlanta and to 
Georgia. His work and his pres- 
ence will be missed.” 


Mayor Hartsfield: ‘Mr. Hav- 
erty’s interest in art and civic 
beauty was ae real contribu- 
tion to the civic life of Atlanta. 
He will be genuinely missed.” 

Ed L. Almand, chairman of the 
board of Fulton County Comfmis- 
sioners: “Mr. Haverty made con- 
tributions to the cultural and civic 
life of Atlanta which will be hard 
to replace. The community has 
lost a valuable citizen who devoted 
his talents and efforts to a con- 
servative program for its better- 
ment.” 


Dr. Herman L. Turner, promi- 
nent Presbyterian minister: ‘I al- 
ways looked upon Mr. Haverty as 
an outstanding businessman and a 
civic leader, and a man who was 
always on the right side of the 
fence.”

Haverty was a very fine man and 
one of Atlanta’s finest citizens. His 
loss will be regretted deeply and 
felt in all branches of life.” 

John K. Ottley, chairman of the 
board, First National Bank: “The 
passing of Mr. Haverty leaves us 
stunned with a sense of our great 
loss. He was my intimate friend 
and associate of nearly 50 years 
standing—a- valued director of this 
bank which will miss his wise 
counsel and advice.” .

“IT think Mr. Haverty was a won- 
derful man, one of the most hu- 
man men I ever knew. His love 
for orphans and the poor of his 
church was one of his outstanding 
characteristics.’ 

Dean Raimundo de Ovies, Cathe- 
dral of St. Philip: “Mr. Haverty 
was a man who will be deeply 
missed in the civic life of Atlanta. 
His services to the church were 
matched by his services to the 
community.” 

Walter C. Hill, president of the 
High Museum of Art: “Mr. Hav- 
erty has rendered great service to 
the community of Atlanta through 
his fruitful and constructive life. 
He was an outstanding figure in 
business, religious and cultural af- 
fairs. I will speak only of the 
cultural side as expressed through 
his leadership in art interests and, 
more particularly, his great con- 
tribution to making Atlanta a bet- 
ter place to live in through his 
work in the High Museum of Art. 

“The fact that we have a cred- 
itable art collection and gallery in 
Atlanta is more directly due to Mr. 
Haverty than to any one other 
factor, for through his sustained 
interest and activity from the ear- 
liest days of the Atlanta Art As- 
sociation to the present day he 
brought together the art interests, 
made the plans and directed the 
work. He was never failing in 
his interest, and, though a very 
busy man in commercial affairs, 
he was always available for the 
interests of the museum. 

“His knowledge of art and his 
interest in art as a personal col- 
lector and as representing the 
High Museum were recognized by 
artists and dealers in New York, 
Paris and other art centers. 
Through his distinguished pres- 
ence and good taste, he has re- 
flected great credit on Atlanta and 
on art interests in Atlanta, and 
his presence will be sadly and 
deeply missed here and abroad.” 


lanta, he added. “One of them 
asked me if I wanted to have my 
picture made.

We went to the only pho- 
tographer in town, who had a 
place at what is now Forsyth and 
Peachtree streets, and I came out 
with a tin-type which was sup- 
posed to look like me.

Organized Store in 1885. 

In 1885 he organized J. J. Hav- 
erty and Company, furniture mer- 
chants, which continued under that 
name at Atlanta until 1889. From 
1889 until 1909 he was associated 
with A. G. Rhodes as a member of 
| the firm of Rhodes & Haverty. 
| In the latter years, with his son 
|Clarence and his other business 
associates, he formed the company 
of which he is the present head, 
‘now a $5,000,000 corporation, with 
headquarters in Atlanta and 
branches in 17 southern cities. 

Mr. Haverty was chairman of 
the board “of directors of the Hav- 
Inc., 
and subsidiary companies; presi- 
dent and director of the Rhodes- 
Haverty Investment Company, and 
of the Haverty Realty and Invest- 
ment Company. 

He was also a director of the 
First National Bank of Atlanta. In 
addition to his business connec- 
tions, he had accepted various 
‘civic responsibilities and served as 
chairman of the art commission of 
the city of Atlanta; chairman of 
the board of trustees of the High 
Museum of Art, Atlanta, and re- 
gional director of the fifth region, 
civil works of art project, under 
the art section of the Federal 
Treasury Department. 

He had been an active Catholic 
layman, both in his parish, the Co- 


cathedral of Christ the King, of 
Atlanta, and in wider spheres. He 
served as vice president of the 
Catholic Laymen’s Association of 
Georgia, as trustee of St. Joseph’s 
orphanage, at Washington, Ga., 
and on February 16, 1933, was 
made a Knight of St. Gregory the 
Great by Pope Pius XI. 


With the late Colonel Jack J. 
Spalding, Mr. Haverty was one of 
the founders of the Co-cathedral 
of Christ the King and when the 
church was dedicated early this 
year by His Eminence, Dennis Car- 
dinal Dougherty, of Philadelphia, 
Mr. Haverty knelt on the altar in 
his uniform of a Knight of St. 
Gregory the Great. His long-time 
friend, Colonel Spalding, died a 
few days before the dedication. 

“T knew Atlanta when it had a 
population of about 5,000 per- 
sons,” he said in the 79th birth- 
day interview. “Those were 
happy days, but these are too. 
This city grew from a little rural 
settlement until it is now one of 
the leading metropolises of Amer- 
ica and is known and admired the 
world over. 

“There were many great men in 
Atlanta in those pioneer days. 

High Ideals. 

“There are great men and wom- 
en in Atlanta now. The younger 
generation is fine. It is imbued 
with high ideals. It is pressing 
forward progressively. It will ac- 
complish things which we of the 
older generation could not do. It 
has opportunities which we never 
dreamed of. The younger genera- 
tion is doing all right. I’m not 
alarmed by the modern trend, The 


future of Atlanta is in good hands. | ' 


“T have no apprehension for the 
future of Atlanta.”

When informed of the death of 
J. J. Haverty in Atlanta this morn- 
ing, the Most Rev. Gerald P. 
O’Hara, bishop of the Savannah- 
Atlanta diocese, made the follow- 
ing statement: 


“IT am deeply grieved by the 
death of James J. Haverty. For 
some days I knew that his condi- 
tion was critical, yet his death 
comes as a shock and a real sor- 
row. Not only the members of 
his family, to whom he was de- 
votedly attached, but also his 
church, his state and his city have 
suffered a distinct loss by his 
passing. 

“Mr. Haverty was known to me 
personally for less than four years, 
but in that time I had frequent 
opportunities to observe his devo- 
tion to his church and his admi- 
rable qualities as an outstanding 
citizen, businessman and public 
benefactor. He took a profound 
interest in his church and gave 
generously of his time and means 
for the advancement of the work 
of the church in Georgia. He was 
particularly devoted to the orphans 
in the diocese and, together with 
the late Colonel Jack J. Spalding, 
was mainly instrumental in the 
erection of the new St. Joseph’s 
Orphans’ Home for Boys at Wash- 
ington, Ga.

“Two More Ships Sunk. 

Through the air and under sea, 
Germany continued her lightning 
thrusts against Allied warcraft 
and merchantmen yesterday but 
Britain ostensibly was unshaken, 
despite the loss of two more ships 
ajattacked and sunk off the French 
coast, 

The sinking of the 3,509-ton 
British freighter City of Mandalay 
and the 10,183-ton British passen- 
ger liner Yorkshire, about 500 
miles of the coast of France, 
brought Great Britain’s total loss 
of ships to 40. 

The American steamship Inde- 
pendence Hall, bound for the 
United States, rescued 300 surviv- 
ors of the two stricken ships, and 
notified the United States Mari- 
timé Commission she was freturn- 
ing them to Bordeaux, France, it 
gave no other details of the res- 
cue and no indication of the pos- 
sible loss of life. 

79 Ships Lost to Date. 

The latest sinkings brought the 
total destruction, since the begin- 
ning of the war, to 79 ships, with 
a total tonnage of 368,360. The 
French have lost at least six ves- 
sels, the Germans 9, and neutrals, 
24, including 17 Scandinavian 
ships. 

Known loss of life mounted to 
1,618, with revised announcement 
by the British admiralty that 810 
officers and men had been lost in 
the sinking last week of the bat- 
tleship Royal Oak by a subma- 
rine at Scapa Flow, British naval 
base. 

Planes Over Scapa Flow. 

German planes, apparently on a 
scouting expedition, again ap- 
proached Scapa Flow yesterday, 
but dropped no bombs on the site 
of the base where two raids by air 
had beén carried out Tuesday. 

British Prime Minister Chame- 
berlain, reviewing the air attacks 
of the mast two days, declared 
“we have destroyed eight enemy 
aircraft without losing a_ single 
machine of our own.” This, he 
said, represented a 25 per cent loss 
for the attackers. 

He asserted that anti-aircraft 
guns had achieved “resounding 
success” in their first tests against 
raiding German warplanes. 

With pride and gratification in 
his voice, Chamberlain told the 
house of commons that “we have 
at least the satisfaction of know- 
ing that we have made a good be- 


ginning” in the war against Ger- 


many. 
Chamberlain’s Report. 


Chamberlain outlined these 
points in his seventh weekly re- 
view of the war: 

1, “‘We know that in the air bat- 
tles which during the last two 
days have for the first time been 
fought over our coasts we have 
destroyed eight enemy aircraft 
without losing a single machine of 
our own.” 

2. That despite Gérman “prop- 
aganda,” the “vast bulk of com- 


ment of nearly all shades’ of po-/| 


litical color in neutral countries 
has shown appreciation of the at- 
titude of the allied governments.” 

3. That “the British expedition- 
ary force has now finally taken 
over their allotted sector of the 
French lines and all divisions are 
in position” with “complete” un- 
derstanding between the British 
and French high commands. 

4. That British shipping lost to 
submarine attacks during the 
week ending Octobér 17  repre- 
sented “only about one-half of one 
per cent of the total number of 
sailings.” 

Chamberlain asserted the Ger- 
man government had not an- 
swered issues h? raised last week 
in refusing a peace with Adolf 
Hitler that recognized Nazi ‘‘con- 
quests,” and he continued “there 
is therefore nothing that I can add 
to my statement last week.” 


(The United Préss reported 
that Major Clement R. Attlee, 
Laborite opposition leader in 
commons, made a lashing at- 
tack on the government dé- 
manding early éxplanations 
for the ease in which the U-

(Attlee and Emmanuel 
Shinwell, Laborite, led the at- 
tacks in commons on the gov- 
ernment’s manner of conduct- 
ing the war. 

(“I hope we will have a 
very early report from. the 
court of inquiry which is sit- 
ting to consider the sinking of 
the Royal Oak,” Attlee said. 
“Secondly, we ought to have 
some explanation as to why, 
apparently, the attack made 
by aircraft on the Firth of 
Forth was appreciated ofly 
when the aircraft already was 
actually over that area.

What They Want 

Reduced to plain language, what the Allies 
want to purchase in the United States, if con- 
gress repeals the arms embargo, is aircraft. 
That, for the present, is about all. 

There are good reasons why American busi- 
ness, in any event, need not expect any heavy 
. influx of war material orders, in event the em- 

bargo is repealed, for many months, possibly 
‘years. - 

In the first place, reliable reports reveal 
Britain has tremendous reserve stocks, already, 
of food, of gasoline and of other raw materials 
out of which war is made. 

Secondly, it will be to the interest of Brit- 
ain to encourage war industry within the 
bounds of the empire itself, rather than pre- 
senting this economic advantage to outsiders. 
If extensive war industries are to be estab- 
lished, they probably will be in Canada, or in 
other portions of the far-flung empire. 

And, thirdly, the invitation to construct 


plants for extensive manufacture of war ma-_ 


terials in this country does not appear particu- 
larly appealing to the American businessmen. 
_There are too many chances and too many 
handicaps involved. 

No wise businessman would be inclined to 
sink capital investment in a war material fac- 
tory unless he had some satisfactory form of 
insurance against loss of that capital. For his 
investment, it must be remembered, would be 
wiped out if peace, unexpectedly, came; if his 
foreign customer decided, suddenly, to make 
his purchases elsewhere; or if that same for- 
eign customer found difficulty in establishing 
credits or providing finances to pay for the 
goods to be delivered. 

It must be remembered that, under the pres- 
ent American tax load upon industry, the rate 
of profit, even upon emergency war manufac- 
ture, would not be high. Likewise there is 
strong probability congress or the administra- 
tion woul.! establish some form of profit limi- 
tation, in order to guard against the unpopu- 
lar “war profiteering.” Unpopular, that is, with 
the general public. 

Of course, if the United States were herself 
at war, capital investment insurance could be 


provided by this government. Then it would 


probably*be necessary to compel American au- 
tomobile factories to become makers of planes. 
But no foreign government can give proper as- 
surance of business safety to any American fac- 
tory and, under that circumstance, our makers 
of automobiles will probably see it as better 
business to continue turning out cars for the 
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American market, rather than planes for a for- 


eign war market. 

There is yet another consideration 
Britain, at least, would prefer to buy from Ca- 
nadian manufacturers rather than from those 
of the United States. Financial arrangements 
can be made to pay for the Canadian goods in 
British sterling, avoiding the necessity of for- 
eign exchange and thus helping to keep Brit- 
tain’s currency reasonably stable in a world of 
toppling. values. | : 

But there is one great need of the Allied 
armies. They want planes. They want to know, 
beyond peradventure of doubt, that air suprem- 
acy in this new war is theirs. America has the 
plane factories already in operation. The Al- 
lies would gladly buy a thousand or more 
planes from us, tomorrow, if they could pay 
for them and transport across the Atlantic. 
They know they can’t have too many warships 
of the air. | 

The real issue before congress, reduced to 
simplest terms, is shall we sell and ship those 
thousand planes, or more, to Britain and 
France today, while they may be the deciding 
factor in the war?

James Joseph Haverty 

J. J. Haverty, outstanding business, civic 
and cultural leader of Atlanta, died on 
Wednesday morning in his 8lst year. More 
than a year of failing health preceded his 
death, but even though it was not unexpected, 
it came as a shock to the thousands of Atlan- 
tans who knew and loved the man. 


His life was, in some respects, a typical story 
of America, the land of opportunity. His par- 
ents came to America from Ireland, a few years 
before he was born. Born in this city, he was 
educated in the public and private schools of 
Atlanta, and in 1885 he first organized the fur- 
niture business of which he was president until 
1938 and which still bears his name. 


Few men contributed more to the cultural 
growth of their city than did J. J. Haverty to 
Atlanta. An instinctive lover of the beautiful, 
he found outlet for his dreams as a collector 
and patron of art. His own collection of paint- 
ings, old masters and the works of the greatest 
artists of today, is one of the finest privately 
owned art collections in the south. He was 
known as a discerning patron of art, not only 
in this country but in many European centers. 

It was iargely due to his unflagging interest 
. and constant inspiration that the High Museum 


.wasconstantly active in all movements for the 
greater appreciation of culture by Atlantans of 
all ages. — 

In his church activity—he was a devout 
Catholic—Mr. Haverty was a national leader. 
In 1933 he was made a Knight of St. Gregory, 
the highest honor a Catholic layman may re- 
ceive, by the late Pope Pius XI. He was vice 
president of the Catholic Laymen’s Association 
of Georgia and a trustee of St. Joseph’s Or- 
phanage at Washington, Ga. 

He was awarded a certificate of distin- 
guished achievement in 1930 by the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce because of his activities 
in art and civic lines, 

However, in addition to his public contribu- 
tions to his native city, he was the benefactor 
of many hundreds of individuals who found a 
_ friend in*him when most they needed one. He 
had lived a full life and his passing should not 
bring sorrow. He has merely been transferred 
to a new sphere better suited to a soul so 
steeped in the love of beauty. But it will be 
many, Many years before the influence of 
J. J. Haverty fades from the Atlanta picture. 
His memory will stay green in the hearts of 
those unnumbered ones who had reason, so 
often, to bless his name. 


The Colonel Is Confused 

Colonel Lindbergh, in his latest contribution 
to the arms embargo debate, did little more 
than add confusion to an issue already too in- 
volved, apparently, for the average man’s un- 
derstanding. 

The colonel declared he favored a law 
which would prohibit the sale, by this country, 
of “weapons of. offense,” but would permit 
“weapons of defense.” 

Of course it is utterly impossible for anyone 
to draw a line of demarcation between the dif- 
ferent machineries of war dnd say, “this is 
defensive, this is offensive.’ For any weapon 
' May be used in either classification, depending 
entirely upon the circumstances and the pur- 

poses of the user. 

But this is not the point for severest criticism 
of the Colonel’s argument. Perhaps not inten- 
tionally, but certainly actually, his proposal be- 
comes absolutely immoral when it is recalled 
that the United States armed forces are equip- 
ped with, and are seeking to develop into 
greater effectiveness, the very weapons he de- 
nounces as “offensive.” , 

Included in that list are submarines, bomb- 
ing planes, gas, etc. He declared he “would 
sooner traffic in opium than in such instru- 
ments of offensive war.” Well, regardless of his 
desires he is, as a matter of fact, dealing today 

with bombing planes through his commission 
as a reserve officer in the United States army, 
and through his unofficial capacity as adviser 
on matters of aviation. — 

If Lindbergh really meant what he said, he 
branded the United States as engaged in a 
traffic worse than that of opium. For the Unit- 
ed States has submarines in her navy roster, 
she has bombing planes in her air services and 
she has a comparatively large chemical division 
in her many activities. 

It would not only be immoral, it would be 
foolish*to say that, although this country may

It would seem wiser for Lindbergh to con- 
fine himself to the technical side of aviation

The facts of the situation are pretty plain, however. Although 


violently disclaiming the intention of filibustering, the senators op- 


posed to repéai of the arms embargo are exhibiting a propensity tor 
oratory which is unusual, even for senators. Just about everything 
there is to say has been said already, yet virtually every mémber of 
the opposition is giving the public the benefit of his views, and fre- 
quently at the greatest possible length. Certain senators are ex- 
pected to speak more than once, and two or three are said to have 
several speeches on their chests. By now, the repealist Jeadership 
has abandond its hopes of quick action, and hardly dares anticipate 
a vote before the end of next week. 
Filibuster or no filibuster, there is certainly a great deal of talk- 
The object can hardly be to convince the senate, because, in 
the first place, senate votes are rarely changed by debate, and, in 
the second, no one is listening anyway. Day after day, the senate 
chamber grows emptier and emptier. Meanwhile, the opposition 
leaders privately admit to hoping that, if senate action is sufficiently 
deferred, opinion in the house will change enough to endanger em- 
bargo repeal there. No doubt the senatorial character is one reason 
for the endless talk. Another is this private hope of an upset in the 


house, 


PANICKY HOUSE _In the house, the outcome is unquestion- 
ably less certain than in the senate. So 
far as can be discovered, not a single senate vote has shifted. One 
way or another, and it is still a pretty good bet there will be 65 
votes for repeal of the embargo. Sixty-five votes mean a two-to-one 
majority for repeal. So far, no responsible person has been dis- 
covered who is willing to predict an actual house defeat, but some 
wise guesses put the repealist margin at only 10 votes, and the aver- 
age predictions run between 20 votes and 40. The house is a large 
body, and these are not majorities to inspire great confidence. 

Furthermore, the anti-repeal leaders are probably right in be- 
lieving that time is on their side. The repealists are gaining noth- 
ing by delay, and it is a maxim of legislative, as of other kinds of 
warfare, that, when you are not going forward, you are actually 
losing ground. The house is susceptible to panic. The Coughlinite 
and other anti-repeal mail has given members an excuse to become 
panicky. As they sit in their offices wondering about the next 
election and worrying about the letter-writers, men who would nor- 
mally favor repeal incline to change their minds. 


CHANCES OF BATTLE Nevertheless, the confidence of the re- 
pealist strategists still seems to be 
well founded. Their problem, so far as the house is concerned, is 
to obtain @ reversal of last session’s vote on the Vorys amendment. 
This amendment, which embodied a proposal similar to Herbert 
Hoover’s ban on offensive weapons only, was embodied in the Bloom 
bill by a vote of 214 to 173, with about 40 members absent or paired. 
Repealist strategists expect to get a mojority of the votes of the 
men who were not recorded on the Vorys amendment. Supposing, 
however, that these votes‘are evenly split, they still need only 22 
additienal votes to win. The number is small, and reports continue 
to come in of changes in different state delegations. A Republican 
has plumped for repeal in Ohio and four Republicans and a Democrat 
have done the same in Iowa. Converts are being made among the 
Pacific coast representatives, and in New Jersey and New York. 
Even in Kansas, where the Kansas City Star’s poll shows a remark- 
able repealist sentiment, a couple of votes may be picked up. 
Hoover’s and Lindbergh’s indorsement of something like the 
Vorys amendment is a decided disadvantage, but there are also new 
advantages on the repeal side. The 90-day-credit controversy, a 
teapot tempest, but a threatening one, has been hastily settled in 
the senate. The problem of teo great restrictions on shipping is also 
being widely dealt with. When the senate gets through, repeal of 
the embargo will probably be the only point at issue. If the senate

The first would provide 
pensions of $50 a month to each 
single person over 60 and of $80 
a month to each. married couple 
living together. The second would 
reduce to 100,000 the number of 
signatures required for a petition 
to place proposed constitutional 
amendments on the ballot and to 
50,000 the number of signatures 
required to submit a proposed law 
to the voters. At present about 
250,000 signatures are necessary to 
place either an amendment or a 
law on the ballot, and there are 
provisions which make it impos- 
sible for one city or one region to 
supply the adequate number of 
signatures. 

This proposed No. 2 amendment 
would enable advocates of con- 
fiscation to obtain sufficient peti- 
tioners for any such proposal in 
poor neighborhoods and if both 
amendments pass doubtless will be 
invoked to permit the have-nots 
to vote for confiscation of property 
to provide revenue for the pen- 
sions. It would tend to dodge the 
legislature and submit to a direct 
vote of the people all proposed 
laws or repealers. 


The sponsor of these proposals 
is the Rev. Herbert S. Bigelow, of 
Cincinnati, a man now in his 70’s, 
who was in some degree responsi- 
ble for the municipal reform there 
and served one term in congress as 
an independent New Dealer.

Will Sign Mutual Aid Pact 


French General Weygand 
Arrives in Istanbul; Nazis 
Recall Von Papen. 


ISTANBUL, Oct. 18.—(4)}—Gen- 
eral Maxime Weygand, comman- 
der-in-chief of French forces in 
the eastern Mediterranean, ar- 
rived today giving support:to re- 
ports that Turkey would sign mu- 
tual assistance pacts with Britain 
and France within a day or two. 

Reports were current that the 
72-year-old World War hero and 
former commander of the French 
army, would sign on behalf of his 
government and then confer with 
Turkish army chiefs regarding the 
common military defense plans. 

Competent circles said they be- 
lieved the British-Turkish pact 
would be signed at the same time. 

Franz Von Papen, former Ger- 
man chancellor and now German 
ambassador to Turkey, arrived 
here from Ankara en route to Ber- 
lin, where he was said to have 
been summoned by his govern- 
ment. 

Hitler Wants Turkey. 

(Von Papen, ambassador to 
Austria just before that coun- 
try was absorbed by Ger- 
many, was sent to Turkey by 
Adolf Hitler to woo the Turk- 
ish government from the Brit- 
ish-French front. 

(Turkey and France signed 
a mutual assistance agree- 
ment June 23 to help each 
other “in case of an act of ag- 
gression which might lead to 
war in the Mediterranean.” 
Embodied in that declaration 
was the prediction that it 
would by a “definite accord of 
long duration carrying recip- 
rocal engagements in the in- 

terests of their national secur- 

ity.” 

(A similar British-Turkish 
agreement was announced 
May 12 but has not yet been

The state pardon and parole 
commission announced yesterday 
that it has ordered that Gus H. 
Howard Jr., former Fulton county 
deputy sheriff, be permitted to 
serve sentences totaling five years 
on parole. 

Chairman Clem FE. Rainey said 
the board’s action had been voted 
Tuesday. Announcement was made 
yesterday. It could not be learned 
whether the board acted unani- 
-mously or whether there was a 
‘division. among the three mem- 
bers. 

Under the terms of the parole, 
Howard must report to the Fulton 
county probation officer twice 
‘monthly for a year. 

Son of Former Judge. 

Howard, a son of former Judge 
Gus H. Howard of the Fulton su* 
perior court, was convicted in 
June, 1938, ‘of accepting bribes 
from. alleged law violators. A jury 
found him guilty on five of nine 
counts in an indictment and Su- 
peridr Judge Paul S. Etheridge 
fixed his punishment at 12 months 
In prison camp on each of the 
counts, 

Under the law the pardon and 
parole commission may permit a 
prisoner to serve all or any part 
of his sentence on parole. A large 
number of leading Fulton county 
citizens supported the parole plea, 
many of them asserting that the 
Howard case was what the general 
assembly had in mind when it 
fixed provisions of the parole act. 

Young Howard is 34 years old, 
married and the father of two 
children. While his case was 
pending béfore the court of ap- 
peals and while the parole board 
was considering his application, it 
is said he has been working as 
an insurance adjuster.

‘UP TOUS'-M'GILL 


‘Our Job Is To Make It Work 
for All,’ He Tells Ameri- 


cus Hearers. 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 
AMERICUS, Ga., Oct. 18.—How 
totalitarian government is 
evolved, how the United States 
might prevent it from happening 
here, and why it could come about 
“if we are not prepared to meet 
the shock” to come out of Eu- 
rope’s present conflict, were out- 
lined by Ralph McGill, executive 
editor of The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, to more than 150 Americus 
men and women at a joint meet- 
ing of Kiwanis and Rotary Clubs 
and the Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce today. 

“Tt is the will of the people, and 
the people alone, whether this 
country will remain as it is— 
where the state is servant of the 
people and not the master,” de- 
clared McGill. 

“Make Democracy Work.” 


He appealed to Americans to 
make “democracy work for all the 
people.” 

McGill described the Jack of 
freedom he saw in Europe among 
the people ruled by Nazi, Fascist 
and Communistic governments, 
and declared “the United States 
governmeiut permits us to lead a 
dignified, free existence and we 
will have democracy as long as 
the people will it.” 

Origin of Isms. 

“Fascism came to Italy when the 
Italian government failed to meet 
the needs of the people,’ he said. 


the German republic collapsed and 
left economic and political chaos 
in its wake. The revolution in 
Russia, which produced the Com- 
munist government, grew out of 
the fact the government of the 
Czars failed to give the masses of 
the people good government. 

“Our job is to make this thing 
we call democracy work for all 
the people. If, as Mr. Roosevelt 
said, one-third of the nation is 
ill-housed and ill-fed, we know 
which way to turn. It does not 
mean to build palaces or to sup- 
ply banquets. But it does mean 
to work toward getting people out 
of dark, unhealthy slums. It does 
mean supplying education. It does 
mean that medical care and legal 
rights be available to all the peo- 
ple.’

A group of administration sen- 
ators reached substantial agree- 
ment on their second important 
change in the terms of the pend- 
ing neutrality bill. 

As introduced the bill would 
forbid American ships to enter 
the ports of belligerents, their 
possessions or depenencies. The 
group decided there would be no 
danger to American ships or sea- 
men if they carried cargoes to 
belligerent ports in the Pacific, 
the Indian ocean, the China sea, 
the bay of Bengal, the Arabian 
sea, and the South Atlantic so 
long as the cargoes did not in- 
clude arms, ammunition or imple- 
ments of war. 

Leave It To Pittman. 


They then left it to Chairmain 
Pittman, Democrat, Nevada, of 
the foreign relations committee 
to draft an amendment carrying 
out their wishes.

Imitating the 
Roosevelt inflection, he said. the 
President announced in 1936 that 
he hated war, in 1937 that ag- 
gressors must be quarantined, and 
last January that they must be 
stopped by “methods short of 
war.” American foreign policy has 
been patterned to suit British 
needs, he added, and early this 
year British statesmen were say- 
ing openly that in case of war the 
United States would help England. 

“They knew,” he said, “but the 
senate of the United States did 
not know.” 

America was rife with British 
propaganda, he said, asserting that 
future historians might find that 
the recent American visit of King 
George and Queen Elizabeth, “was 
not just to look at the grandeurs 
of the American continent.” He 
attriLuted hidden motives, too, to 
the visits of Lord Beaverbrook, 
British publisher, and Anthony 


Eden, now a member of the Brit-. 


ish cabinet. 33 

One British method, he said, was 
to hold “little tete-a-tetes” with 
Americans at dinnere—‘“in other 
words, to mix oysters with propa- 
ganda.” 

“The British propaganda is 
smooth,” he said. “It is over the 
dinner table and the card table.

Calling Christianity the bulwark 
of civilization, the Pope express- 
ed his concern in a public ad- 
dress to the new Lithuanian mine 
ister to the Holy See, Stanislay 
Girdvainis. ; 

The Pope said Lithuanians, 
whose nation recently came un- 
der strong Soviet influence, had 
indicated their intention of: re- 
maining the “northern vanguard 
of Catholicism” even if “sacrifice 
becomes the necessary price for 
affirmation of the realization of 
such an ideal.” 

“Always directed toward the 
salvation of souls,” the Pope’s ac- 
tions, he said, could not “become 
involved in purely temporal con- 
troversies and territorial competi- 
tions between states.” 

Presentation of Girdvainis’ cre- 
dentials marked the resumption of 
normal diplomatic relations which 
were interrupted by a dispute sev- 
en years ago over administration 
of church property. Since then 
only nominal relations have been 
maintained by Lithuania with the 
Holy See,

Of Extradition Reaches Him in Cell 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 

DALLAS, Texas, Oct. 18.—Lead 
in his heart, a tear in his eye, 
Richard Gray Gallogly, Georgia 
fugitive, today accused Governor 


W. Lee O’Daniel, who opposes 
capital punishment, of signing his 
death warrant. 

“They'll give me hell in Geor- 
gia,” he said. “I won't live a 
year in Reidsville, longer maybe in 
a north Georgia prison.” 

Shoulders of the 30-year-old 
life termer slumped when news- 
papermen notified him, in his 
county jail cell, of O’Daniel’s de- 
cision to grant extradition. 

“Oh, why didn’t he give me a 
chance,” he breathed, eyes widen- 
ing as if picturing his punishment 
on his return to Georgia. 

Fears Guards’ Attack. 

“T don’t hate Governor O’Dan- 
iel, but he doesn’t know they’ll 
kill me. They tried to do that 
a year ago’ when guards attacked 
me with blackjacks, and now 
they’ll finish the job.” 

The thrill-slaying convict who 
had pinned his hopes on “Texas 
justice,” said he was still con- 
vinced that real men live in the 
Lone Star state. 

It was his sixth failure to at- 
tain freedom, Gallogly said, and 
“I’m getting used to it now.” 

But his face showed bitter dis- 
appointment. Two trials for mur- 
der ended in mistrials before he

Gallogly accused Attorney Gen- 
eral Ellis Arnall, of Georgia, of 
being inconsistent, and of manu- 
facturing untrue affidavits that 
were presented at the hearing in 
Austin. 

“I can’t see how a man can 
seek my freedom ata previous 
clemency hearing, then _ side 
against me in Texas. 

When his erstwhile companion, 
George Harsh, “buys his freedom 
from prison,” then he will have a 
chance for clemency, Gallogly 
said. “But that,” he added, “will 
be too late. I'll be dead.” 

“T hope the state of Georgia gets 
a lot of satisfaction out of ex- 
hibiting me—that’s all the politi- 
cians want to do,” he said.

government want to buy 3,000 
airplane engines here, though 
whether those would be in addi- 
tion to the engines fitted to the 
warplanes they hope to buy could 
not be learned. 

Favoring the acquisition of up- 
to-date warplanes by France and 
Great Britain if the :mbargo is 
lifted was a decision reached by 
a joint army and navy board 
within the last week that each ex- 
port application would be consid- 
ered on its merits, regardless of 
the “age” of the type of aircraft 
involved. 

Heretofore, no type less than a 
year old could be shipped. All 
exports, of course, are still con- 
tingent on deliveries of planes or- 
dered by the American armed 
services. 

The French are anxious to buy 
three types of American planes— 
pursuits, observation ships and 
two-engined bombers. The Brit- 
ish want reconnaissance planes, 
single-engine attack planes and 
two-engine medium-weight bomb- 
ee 

France has inquired exhaus- 
tively into the possibility of buy- 
ing additional hundreds of Curtiss 
pursuits. Two hundred of these 
machines, capable of “more than 
300 miles an hour” top speed, were 
delivered prior to the start of the 
war. 

Planes Stand War Test. 

Censored dispatches, plus pri- 
vate advices from Paris, relate that 
the planes have performed excep- 
tionally well against faster but less 


‘maneuverable German pursuits. 


A tentative order for more, con- 
tingent on erasure of the embargo, 
has been placed. One report, un- 
verified, said it was for 530 of 
the craft. . 

Britain is understood to want to 


| purchase more lockheed “Hudson” 


bombers. Some of these war- 
planes, delivered prior to the war, 
are being used on submarine pa- 
trol duty. 

American aircraft manufactur- 
ing circles hear the British will in- 
vite United States factories to es- 
tablish branches in Canada if the 
embargo is not lifted. Tooling and 
raw materials for warplane man- 
ufacture would be imported from 
this country under that plan. 

20 Plants Make Warplanes. 

If the embargo is lifted, how- 
ever, no American-owned plants 
are expected to manufacture in 
Canada. For one thing, it would 
require large capital expenditures 
for a wartime product with the 
resultant financial risk, and for 
another, it would involve special 
training for a large army of fac- 
tory workers. 

Twenty American plants now 
produce military airplanes of one 
type or another. Some larger ones 
manufacture several different 
types. It has been estimated that 
as high as 35 plants could be util- 
ized for warplane making, if train- 
ing planes are included in the 
category. 

Neither the French nor the Brit- 
ish mission has spoken for publi- 
cation about prospective purchases 
for fear that anything said would 
lay them open to a charge of 
spreading propaganda while the 
revision of the Neutrality Act is 
under debate in congress. 

American manufacturers for 
weeks have been silent on all men- 
tion of foreign orders. They do not 
want to incur the displeasure of 
official Washington and jeopardize 
their thriving business with the 
army and navy. Moreover, con- 
tracts with European belligerents 
signed before the war specified 
secrecy,

This fact the Governor accepted.

We now move 
on to Dallas to fight the habeas 
corpus, but I am confident that it 
will just be a matter of time until 
Gallogly is back in a Georgia 
prison.” 

Senator Martin and Young com- 
plimented Arnall on the “brilliant 
way you conducted the case” and 
apologized to him for the rough 
tactics they had used during the 
hearing.

Layman, Health 
Authority 
Disagree 
By Dr. William Brady. 


A northern reader sends a clip- 
ping of an item concerning undu- 
lant fever in South Dakota, and 
says: “As a layman I am inclined 
to believe that undulant fever is 
contracted through handling live- 


stock and carcasses that have the 
Bang’s disease organism.” 

The newspaper clipping men- 
tions that cases of undulant fever 
have been reported in two coun- 
ties, and quotes a state health de- 
partment superintendent as assert- 
ing that: 

“The fever is contracted by hu- 
mans through unpasteurized milk 
from Bangs disease infected cattle. 
It is often confused with typhoid 
fever. The use of pasteurized milk 
will eliminate any danger of con- 
tracting the idease.” 

The chances are 10 to one, I 
should say, that the newspaper re- 
porter misunderstood just what 
the health officer said. Surely no 
responsible health authority to- 
day would entertain the naive, no- 
tion that using par-boiled (pas- 
teurized—heated to 145 degrees F. 
for 20 to 30 minutes) milk “elimi- 
nates any danger” of contracting 
undulant fever. Such heating of 
the milk would destroy any germs 
of the disease, which might be 
present in the milk, but such 
knowledge of the disease as we 
have at present does not warrant 
the assumption that infection oc- 
curs as a rule, if at all, through 
drinking unpasteurized or unboil- 
ed milk from a goat or cow that 
has Bangs disease. 

The weight of evidence rather 
favors the view of the correspon- 
dent expresses, namely, that un- 
dulant fever is conveyed mainly 


through contact with cattle, swine, 
goats or through handling their 
carcasses and hides. 

It is fairly well established that 
the disease known as Bangs dis- 
ease (contagious abortion) in ani- 
mals is identical with readily 
transmutable into the _ disease 
known as Undulant Fever in man. 

Contagious abortion (Bangs dis- 
ease) is widespread in cattle, 
swine and goats. The Brucella 
organism, the specific germ of the 
disease, may be given off in the 
milk from the infeeted animal. 
Par-boiling (pasteurizing) or boil- 
ing for one minute destroys any 
such germs in milk. Competent 
investigators believe that raw milk 
from cows or goats should not be 
blamed for sporadic or occasional 


cases of undulant fever, unless the 
germs are found in the milk, or | 
recent abortions have occurred in 
the herd from which the milk 
comes, or positive reaction to in- 
oculation of guinea pigs with cen- 
trifugalized specimens of the milk 
are obtained. 

Although contagious abortion 
(Bangs disease, Brucellosis) is a_| 
venereal infection in cattle, there 
is evidence that the infection may 
be conveyed directly through cut 
or abrasion of the skin of a per- 
son handling infected cattle, car- 
casses or hides. Mosquitoes may 
carry the infection from animal 
to man. Other secretions than the 
milk of the infected animal may 
contain the organism. 

Health authorities who give the 
impression that pasteurizing milk 
“eliminates any danger of con- 
tracting undulant fever” are dan- 
gerous guardians to entrust with 
the public health.

Overweight Or Normal— 
Roll For A Better Figure 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


There are two woes an reduc- 
ers who will find rolling the an- 
swer to their exercise problems. 
Paradoxically, these are the ex- 
treme overweights and the reduc- 
ers who are practically slim. 


Rolling as easy. It can be done 
without the slightest strain, and 
that makes it safe for the exces- 
sively overweight person who 
must proceed cautiously. As long 
as you remain excessively over- 
weight, rolling cannot affect any 
very remarkable changes in your 
measurements. But it does give 
'your circulation a mild jog and it 
tones the skin and muscles, all of 
which puts you in better condi- 
tion for a more activ,e program 
later on. 

Once your weight is nearly nor- 
mal, however, ro'ling seems to im- 
prove your figure from one day to 
the next. At this stage you go aft- 
which 
elude the best exercise programs. 

You can’t always be sure when 
you are bringing the right mus- 
cles into the direct line of pull of 
an exercise. But when you bring 
your weight directly to bear on a 
fat pad, you know it. There is 
scant chance of error. That’s why 
you get results so fast. 

If you are just starting your re- 
ducing, or if you are about to fin- 
ish it, roll for a better figure. 

Begin with an all-inclusive roll 
like this one: 

Lie on the back on the floor, 
knees _—. pane sO that heels 


can rest on the floor. Flex the 
arms anu place them straight out 
on the floor at the sides, shoulder 
level, forearms and hands in air. 
Propel yourself with the upper 
arms from side to side, turning the 
knees each time to bring the sides 
of hips and thighs into contact 
with the floor. That is an all 
around conditioner which makes 
for smooth contours of the hips, 
thighs and upper arms with a bit 
of waistline exercise thrown in. 

Now to wear off pads on tho 
outer side of the hips: 

Assume a half sitting position, 
partially supporting yourself with 
the hands on the floor slightly 
back of the body. Draw the knees 
up so that the feet are off the 
floor and go into a regular barrel 


roll, catching the weight on al- 
ternate hands and shoving vigor- 
ously from one side to the other. 
This should tai.e care of the en- 
tire hipline including the sides. 

Rolling can be backed _ with 
spanking to speed up the stream- 
lining: 

Remain in the half-sitting posi- 
tion, but with the legs straight 
down on the floor. Then use the 
hands and heels to hoist the hips 
a few inches off the floor, turn- 
ing so that you will come down 
on a fat pad, and spank, spank. 
Keep hoisting and turning for 50 
counts, 

Spanking is also an excellent 
technique for flabby upper arms. 
Lie on the back on the floor with 
arms flexed and out at the sides 
shoulder level, then spank up and 
down, bringing the backs of the 
upper arms smartly down on the 
floor.
